Advocates Keeping 
Secret of Weapons 


NEW YORK, (AP) — Gen. A, G.| 
L. McNaughton, dominion chairman | 
of the Canadian-American joint | 
board on defence, and Canadian 
delegate to the United Nations 
atomic energy commission, said 
Friday that North America should 
not surrender “any of our special ; 
weapons of great power” until cer- 
tain they “will not be used against | 
us.” 

“T think that in the period be- 
tween World War One and World 
War Two, we learned the bitter les- 
son that unilateral disarmament is 
a delusion,” Gen. McNaughton de- 
clared at the closing session of the 
66th annual meeting of the Acad- 
emy of Political Science. 

“Until the United Nations can ef- 
fectively assume the task of main- 
taining world peace and security, 
the continued production and fur- 
ther improvement of all weapons is 
vital to the prevention of aggression 
against these shores.” 

Asked if he included atomic wea- 
pons, Gen, McNaughton said, “yes, 
of course—and many other wea- 
pons.” 
| The former Canadian defence 
minister said that at present “a con- 
solidation of power does not exist” 
to threaten North American securi- 
ty, and that the United Nations is 
the medium to prevent such a 
threat. 

“The first provision for the pro- 
tection of North America lies in de- 
veloping international co-operation 
not only in the realm of security 
but also for dealing with the vital 
political and economic questions 
whose solution will serve to unite 
instead of divide the world.”

‘round about them. 
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Something to Remember 


November 11th has been set aside by 
solemn act of parliament as a day upon 
which Canadians should remember the sac- 
rifices of those who fought and died in the 
First Great War and in the war that has 
recently ended. 

One might think it should not be nec- 
essary to thus appoint a day for the formal 
commemoration of these men and their deeds, 
One might think that the blood which was 
shed and the lives which were given would 
be constantly before the mental eyes of those 
of us who sleep safely in our beds and enjoy 
the freedoms of democracy as a gift at their 
hands. 

But gratitude is not a long-lived virtue. 
Tt Is one of the frailties of human nature 
that men remember the evil of their fellows 
long after their benefactions are forgotten. 

But we who have life and a measure of 
happiness owe such an enormous and unpay- 
able debt to those who preserved the spirit- 
ual balance of the world that it is found fit- 
ting to establish “Remembrance Day” as an 
occasion upon which we openly acknowledge 
our obligations, with wreaths, and speeches, 
and two minutes of silence. 

Those two minutes of silence could be 
well employed in pregnant reflection. 


One of the first thoughts which might | 


flash through our minds during those sacred 
two minutes is that those who gave their 


lives for civilization’s sake had no concept- | 


ion of themselves as heroes, 


Nor is it wholesome for us to think of 


their deeds in terms of heroism. Once we 
begin to sublimate their actions we rob them 
of the credit due their humanity. For the 
highest compliment we can pay them as men 
is that they did their duty. In spite of pain 
and suffering and fear and all the prodigious 
torments of war, they acquitted themselves 
not as superior beings gifted above the rest 
of us, but as men, 

Bearing all man’s burdens of weakness, 
they did gallantly what men were given to 
do. 

If we fail to regard them as men, we 
lose the lesson of their example. For what 
they have to teach us is this; 


If they could endure with fortitude and | 
patience the tortures of war, surely we can | 


meet with hope and faith the problems and 


vexations of ordinary life. If they were con- | 
tent to give everything that the world | 


should be free, surely we can be content to 
forego some selfish impulses and the urge 


to exhilarate our egoes at the expense of | 


society. 

We are asked on Monday to remember 
that these men died for us, It is something 
to remember. 


Welcome News 

It has been generally understood that 
when official sanction was given to the build- 
ing of the Alaska Highway by the govern- 
ment of the United States this included con- 
sent to the shipment of goods in peacetime 


over the highway, in bond of course, between 


the United States and Alaska, 

There is no surprise therefore in the 
news that this concession has been embodied 
in a document of agreement, It is to be sup- 
posed this would have been done sooner if 
there had been any urgency in the matter. 
There wasn't, because the highway has not, 
been and is not yet provided with stopping 
places, refuelling and other facilities, neces- 
Sary to the handling of civilian traffic. 

But the establishment of these conven- 
jences has been under way, and the making of 
the agreement is evidence that they will be 


in existence, at suitable intervals all along | 


the road, in the fairly near future, probably 
some time next summer. This indicates, too, 
that Washington forsees a movement of traf- 


fic over the highway large enough to be | 


worth preparing for. 

This official indication is welcome to 
Edmonton, as it will be to other Canadian 
centres which stand to benefit from the de- 
velopment of the military road into a busy 
artery of peacetime commerce. This com- 
munity and others will profit, indirectly, in 
proportion as the traffic is large in volume. 
And since the highway must be maintained 
in any case, taxpayers in all parts of the 


Dominion should be gratified to know that 
their money will go to keep up a road which | 


has promise of becoming a very active traf- 
fic route,

fruit-laden branches over his head, Every time he wanted 
to eat or drink, the water or fruit receded. This was the 
curse of Tantalus. It is the same curse that hangs over 
every man who makes material objectives his sole goal on 
earth, only to discover that lasting satisfaction is found no- 
where save in the spiritual life. 

The great Cardinal Wolsey became a power in England, 
but ultimately everything receded from him, and he was 
left to wish that he had served God as well as he had served 
a human master. When the balance sheet is finally drawn 
up, what is there that counts except the things a man has 
stored in his soul? 

Great and noble men have died penniless, broken in 
health, deserted, forgotten. By human standards their lives 
ebbed out in miserable failure. But on the spiritual ledger — 
the book that God keeps — are recorded the treasures they; 
hoarded everlastingly: their indestructible faith in the good- 
ness and power of God; their humility and obedience to His 
will; their steadfastness in trial and difficulty; their love 
for God shown through devotion to fellow-men. 

Let heavenly things, says Scripture, be of greater ac 
count with you than all worldly things. The fool says, “Let 
us eat, drink, and be merry, for tomorrow we die,”’ but the 
pious man knows that real merriment springs only from the

To Insure Bulb S 


CROCUS - 2 INCHES. 
There are no flowers easier for 
the beginner to grow than hardy 
bulbs, If he plants them deep 
where damp soil will not cause 
them to decay, flowers the follow- 
ing spring are as nearly certain as 
anything in horticulture can be. 

The depth of planting is impor- 
tant, and of course good porous soil 
is to be preferred. But bulbs grow 
well in average garden soil, even 
when it ig somewhat heavy, The 
minimum depth of planting for the 
various kinds is shown in the ac- 
companying _ illustrations, If set 
less than this, they are likely to be 
injured by the heaving of the soil 
when it thaws out after freezing. 

Tulips which are to be left in 
@he ground from year to year with- 


e' being lifted should be planted 


0 inches deep, even more in sandy 

soil; as deep planting keeps the 
bulbs from splitting into smaller 
bulbs, some of which will not bloom, 
and insures a Jong life, It also 
enables you to grow annuals above 
the tulips; and prevents disturb- 
ance of the bulbs when planting 
perennials, 

Soil for bulbs should be worked 
deeply, if possible Commercial 
plant food should be spread on the 
surface, 4 pounds to 100 square feet, 
and spaded jn. When the bulbs are 


Thaws, not Cold, 
Winter Damage t 


Winter injury in gardens, in cold 
weather sections, is not done by 
cold ag a rule, but by thaws, It is 
to prevent this damage that mul- 
ches are applied; and not to pro- 
tect hardy plants from the cold 

A contrary impression is wide- 
spread and sometimes leads to, 
harm, when mulches are applied 


de @ early, when the soil is still soft, 


rather than after it has frozen hard, 
A very light covering suffices to de- 
Jay freezing a long time after the 
unprotected ground has frozen; and 
this soft soil is often invaded by 
mice, who feed on the plants grow- 
ing there. 

A light covering placed over 
frozen ground prevents surface 
thawing which might be accompa 
nied by frost heaving, and standing 
water in surface puddles, which 
would uproot plants and bulbs and 
cause decay, 

A notable exception to this rule 
Jn sections where sub-zero temper- 
atures are experienced is the case 
of tender and half-hardy roses, 
especially the so-called ever-bloom- 
ing or hybrid-tea varieties. The 
tops of these poses can be killed 
by subzero temperatures, and are 
often protected by soil piled high 
about them, or by coverings ol 
leaves or straw, 

In other cases the nature of the

Bulbs should be planted as 
soon as practical after they have 
been received, The more time they 
have to develop roots before the 
ground freezes, the less likely they 
are to suffer from frost heaving.|

so do the early flowering minor| 
bulbs, snowdrops, scillas and cro-| 
cuses, 
But when early planting {is not 
practical, all fall bulbs may be set 
out late, as long as the soil is not 
frozen deeply, but can be dug and 
will pack well about the bulbs, 
When planting is done late, a mulch 
of leaves or similar covering should} 
be placed over the bed after the 
ground is frozen, to prevent frost! 
heaving. |

CALGARY, (CP) — The cost of 
hospital construction and the cost 
of maintaining or part-way patients 
has reached a point where private 
effort must obtain more assistance 
from public funds, Dr. G, Harvey 
Agnew, secretary of the Canadian 
Hospital council told delegates to the 
Associated Hospitals of Alberta con- 
vention, Friday, Dr. Agnew addressed 
the closing session of the three-day 
convention , 

“As costs of construction go up, the 
need for governmental] help will in- 
crease, 

“Undoubtedly we shall be subject- 
ed to more governmental supervi- 
sion and regulation as more state 
funds are made available,” he said. 
“One does not expect, however, our 
hospital system will be taken over 
holus bolus as is now being done in 
Great Britain. 


“I do not anticipate this action 


in my Own mind compulsory health 
insurance, including hospitalization, 
will ultimately prevail in all of our 
provinces.” 

Advertising of patented drugs, 
some of which she said were harm- 
ful and others useless was criticized 
by Miss FE, Bray, R. N., assistant 
superintendent of nurses, Univer- 
sity of Alberta, 

“It is evident,” said Miss Bray, 
“that millions of dollars are spent on 
useless or even harmful prepara- 
tions due to super methods of ad- 
vertising—radio programs, movies, 
posters, It would seem their methods 
could be used to advantage for 
health purposes, preventative or 
therapeutic medicine, donations to 
health units and hospitals.” 

The moving picture “Sister Ken- 
ny,” she felt, was issuing harmful 
propaganda, 

“The movie ‘Sister Kenny’ throws 
a false light on the medical profes- 
sion and their attitude toward the 
treatment of anterio poliomyelitis,” 
she said,

‘heir honey.”
